which had been lately conduded here had 
been rejected by our Government, &c. 
Iie observed that such an event would 
place the re!ations of the countries in an 
embarrassing situation, &c.”’-—Here now 
it will be proper to bear in mind that this 
treaty was framed by a ministry, one of 
whom made that fine speech in Parlia- 
ment which the yentleman from N, York 
read, a ministry of all others the most 
friendly to this country. This treaty, 
thus made was sent back immediately af- 
ter the issuing of the Berlin decree which 
had inone respect so closely connected 
the interests of the two countries, between 
whom the treaty Was made and that too 
with an unceremonious rudeness, little sin- 
cere of that spirit of conciliation so extol- 
led in the amendment of the gentleman 
from Massachusetts. Wasthis not a fair 
cause of suspicion? Well migit Mr, Can- 
ning hesitate as to what he should do in 
this new state of things. But to complete 
his disappointment am! confusion on this 
subject, the Americas minister on the 24th 
of Juiy, 1807, addressed to him another 
note. This was the first direct answer 
which was ever given in any way whatev- 
er to the enquiry as to What the Ameri- 
can government meant todo in relation 
to the Berlin decree. It was as follows: 

“There is another object to which the 
undersigned have the orders of the Presi- 
dent to invite the attention of his majes- 
ty’s government, as affecting muterialiy, 


tion” It is easy to conceive, sir, how ve- 
ry far such a declaration fell short of what 
was requested in the note of Lords Auck- 
land and Holland. It brought the Brit- 
ish goverment to this point ; either that 
they were to be satislied, or go on to the 
alternative of which they had in the first 
place given notice : Retaliation, They did 
go on toit. The British government did 
not trust to these delusive appearances 
which it suited France to hold out, and 
by which it suited our government to be 
deceived. Who was then wrong? we or 
they ? Did France ultimately act upon 
that decree, or did she not? For the 
whole point of this miserably conducted 
argument turned upon this at last ; that 
if there was sufficient ground to calculate 
that the French government would wot 
execute its decree, then the British gov- 
ernment ought not to persist in demand- 


course it would pursue ; but that W on 
the contrary, there was gdol reason to 
expect that France would cxecute her 
decree, then the British government were 
right in persisting in their demand. 
Hiow then did the event turn out? Did 
France execute the decree? She did.— 
And from that moment there could be no 
doubt that retaliation was justifiable. But 
it is said that Great Britain did not know 
it would be carried into execution when 
she issued her ordersin council. Did she 
not? Why, sir, the very issuing of that 
decree was its execution; for from that

decree. This simple declaration would 
have averted all the evils we have suffered. 
What then shall we say of the unconcilia- 
ting disposition, of the consummate folly 
of an administration, which for the mere 
purpose of maintaining silence upon a sub- 
ject demanding the explicit expression of 
its indignation, subjected the country to 
all the horrors ofthe embargo? It is not 
necessary to the purpose of my arguinent 
to say, that Great Britain had, after the 
inauspicious silence of our government, a 
right to issue the orders in counciltho” 
I am free to declare’ my opinion that she 
had ; for at this time I mean only to prove, 
tWat the point originally insisted upon by 
her, has, alter all we have been made to 
suffer,.in consequence of our refusal, been 
yielded by us. And that its being yield- 
ed, is one of the three great causes of the 
return of our prosperity.

We were 
fighting Grevt Britain, (on paper)—for 
what? Because she expressed her anxiety 
that we should protect her interest, by pur- 
suing the only course calculated to defend 
our own “rights, honor and indepen- 
dence” We acknowledge that, as soon 
asthe Berbn cecree was acted, on, we 
cou'd hive no imicrcourse with France, 
consistcniy with our honor, or with safe- 
ty to our independence. And her orders 
in council only prevented us from going to 
the French dominions. When G. Britain 
had issued her orders, then ve gave that 
pledge which when desired in friendly 
terms had been withheld. 

When we had passed the non-inter- 
course law as to France, and excluded 
French ships from our harbours, we were 
placed in a situation which disabled us 
from submitting to the Beriin decree; and 
are now io that situation. would ob- 
serve, that, atthe time these measures 
Were agitated, we had alla litth: dust in 
oureyes; We dig not understand the sub- 
ject so complctely at that time as we do 
now; andl am pretty well satisfied, that 
when the secret history of the two last 
years is divulged, it will be found that 
whilst the former president was endeavour- 
ing to fan the Names of war, the secretary 
of state, by originating these resolutions, 
é&c was smoothing the way for the happy 
discharge of his presidential duties when 
he should come to the chair. It does him 
honor The ground then having been ta- 
ken, inasmuch as we staud pledged in the 
fac» of the world to resist the French de- 
er <s, we have at Jength on the Sist of 
December, 1808, done what we were re- 
quired to give a pledge to do. Nay we 
have redeemed the pledye ; for non-inter- 
course with France is resistance. There 
is therefore no further difficulty on the 
part of Great Britain if relation to that. 
She withdraws her orders in council, and 
Jeaves us precisely in the situation .in 
which she first osked us to promise to 
place ourselves, in case the French de- 
erees should be enforced. And there is 
no practical difference between that state 
of things which existed under the orders 
in council and that which our own law es- 
tablishes. For bringing 2bout this state 
of things, T yicld my hearty approbation 
to the President ofthe United States 3; and 
I believe that when none of us could see 
the end of our troubles. the President was

If the House will give a little attention 
to the subject they will see that the objec- 
tion to the proclama ton did not go on the 
ground simply that British vessels were 
probib ted but French were admitted. It 
was admitting the army of one belligerent 
jo occupy your territory whilst that of the 
gher was prevented. Therefore the giv- 
ing the use of our waters to one bellige- 
rent and refusing it to the other was a fair 
and just cause of complaint and till both 
were excluded, G. Britain refused to treat 
or make reparation for the attack on the 
Chesapeake.—-Mr. Rose came forward 
alterwards with a long letter on the same 
subject and we find that he comes to the 
same conclusion. This point, whenever 
the subject is treated, is never lost sight of 
You find it afterwards in the reply which 
was given by Mr. Canning to Mr Pinkney, 
| When *Mr. Pinkney made the famous pro- 

posal to the British government, that if 
they would withdraw the orders in coun- 
cil, the embargo should be suspended as 
regarded them; one reason alledged for 
the refusal was that British vessels still 
continued to be interdicted while those of 
the French were still admitted. She 
wished that both should be admitted or 
both excluded. She never would enter 
into any negociation till that equality was 
produced. She has not talked as much 
as we have to be sure, but she has acted 
more. Now, sir, by the non-intercourse 
act, this demand of placing both nations 
on an equality is complied with, and she 
offers the reparation which on account of 
the previous inequality had been tl then 
refused. 

Bui it is said that the proposal made by 
Mr. Pinkney last summer, would if accept- 
ed, have placed our foreign relations on 
the same footing they now stand. And 
how? What did Mr. Pinkney offer at 
that time? After talking about and about 
‘the subjects, Mr. Canning not understand- 
ing him, desired him to commit his pro- 
posal to paper. He wrote it. “ I have 
the honor to state (says Mr. P.) that it was 
the intention” —it was (not it is) the inten- 
tion of the President of the United States 
to suspend the embargo as to G. Britain 
in case she should withdraw her orders in 
council, &c. But Mr. Pinkney. gives no 
assurance that the embargo shall be con- 
tinued as to France, but goes into an ar- 
gument on the subject to prove to Mr. 
Canning that such would be the natur- 
al consequence ; studiously avoiding at 
every step to commit his government on 
that point. Why did not Mr. Pinkney 
say, why was he not instructed to say “ we 
will suspend the embargo as to you and 
keep it on as to F'rance—we will resist the 
French decrees if you will revoke the or- 
ders in council?” Such a proposal could 
not have met refusal. Did then the pro- 
posakof Mr. Pinkney come upto the pledye¢ 
required by the British governmeni? No, 
sit’; and we finc tll that demand was coem- 
plied with, she never would come to a set- 
tlement. Now,if the orders in council 
had been then repealed, would it have pro- 
duced those consequences subsequently 
produced by her perseverance ? No, str, 
in the first place there was then no pledye 
on record that we would resist the French 
decrees ; our government having stud ous- 
ly avoided such a pledge. The govern- 
ment was not pledged by Mr. Pinkney e- 
ven to keep the embargo in operation in 
relation to France. They were not ret 
willing to pledge themselves to resist 
France, nor even to offer io place the arm 
ed vessels of both nations on an equal foot- 
ing, They would not act a manly part e- 
It was not enough that France 
nad disregarded all neutral riglits and ob- 
ligations of a sacred tresty. We would 
pot give even an intimat-on that we would 
resist France, but all we said was, thot if 
France pers'sted in her decrees, we might 
probably consider it rood policy to continue 
the embargo as to her. On this ground 
the orders in council were asked to be 
withdrawn ~~ British vessels would still 
have been excluded, whilst French were 
admitted. But at last that state of things 
originally proposed by G. Britsin, has been 
brought about, both as regards the equal- 
ity contended for, and as regards the as- 
surance of resistance desired. The pro- 
clamation being removed. a fair adjust- 
ment could meet with noimpediment from 
that cause. And it is a melancholy fact 
in this Tespect there never would have 
been an impediment, if this eevernment 
had been willing to do originally wiat it 
at last consented to do. 

‘The third and last only impediment was 
the existence of the emb.rvo As long 
as that remained in force, the Writ sh eov- 
ernment stvod pledged not to withdraw 
the orders in council, Che embargo is 
geven up.

Produce. As soon as you said that, sir, 
you abandoned the principle on which the 
embargo coukl ever be with any plausibil- 
ity defended as a measure of coercion. It 
‘Was no longer an embargo to that purp9s: 
for which it wes designed. Nay it was 
better for our own interests to have per- 
mitted direct exportation, as I shall prove ; 
for it is a material consideration to Great 
Britain to have her shipping employed.— 
If we had exported our produce directly 
from this country to G. Britain, British 
shipping would not have been employed 5 
but as it was, in affecting, perhaps in in- 
tending to, by this curious mode of repeal- 
ing the embargo, to injure Great Britain, 
We gaye amemployment to her seamen 
and sheps which they would not otherwise 
have had) Nay by subjecting our exports 
to this civeniteus routes we loaded them 
with the expence of double freight, doubl: 
commissions and double insurance. ut 
[say thatthe principle of the embargo 
was completely abandoned as soon as con- 
gress consented to give vent to the pro- 
ductions of the country by a partial repeal 
of the embargo. This measure whatever 
might be the ostensible reason given in 
the president's messave, was originally a- 
dopted on the ground that Great Britain 
stood so much in need of our produce and 
raw materials that she could not live with- 
out them, and the moment that we repeal- 
ed it so far as to enable her to obtain such 
articles of our produce as she wanted the 
embargo system was atanend. It hada 
sort of surly. good looking appearance to 
say it should be kept on as to G. Britain 
and France. And that was all the good 
this miserable remnant of this miserable 
system had init. In the same letter of 
Mr. Canning to which I have before allu- 
ded, there is an expression, the import of 
which plainly is, that if the British govern- 
ment could restore friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries wit!out appearing 
to deprecate the embargo as a measure of 
hostility, they would have been very wil- 
ling to have treated with you, but thet 
could not be expected of her while tt con- 
tinued. If then it had continued would 
you not have remained without a step be- 
inz taken on her purt. But we did repens: 
the emburgo, to all practical intents, not- 
withstandin.: the name which was Icft, so 
much that what was left of it could not be 
supposed by any body to operate on Great 
Britain injuriously. Those who saved ap 
pearances by a partial repeal of the em 
bargo, granted ail that she had ever asked ; 
and she in return bad no objection that

When these three impediments were 
removed, and before vur government too, 
when the door was fairly opened, and 
Great Britain walked in and offered to the 
President of the United States that, since 
we had done all that she could reasona- 
bly desire, and we did nothing more, she 
was willing to do ail that we could reason- 
ably desire.

THE. disavowal of the stipulations, en- 
icred into by the British minister with our 
vovernment, has excited universal alarm 
iad disappointment. Informed that the 
unjust aggressions of England upon ou 
ommerce Were discontinued, and rescued 
almost by a miracle, from the oppression 
of uur own government; We had reason to 
beheve, that a day of joy and prosperity, 
was about to succeed a night of sorrow, 
and despondency. But alas, this hope has 
been blasted, and dark and gloomy clouds, 
again threaten to invest our horizon. 

When our passions are inflamed, and 
our minds are agitated, we are seldom dis- 
posed to listen to the still small voice of 
reason. Hence it is, that at the present 
moment, too many of our citizens are in- 
dulging in the most harsh, and unwarrant- 
able reflections, upon the conduct of the 
British ministry ; and are giving vent to 
sentiments, which, if they are permitted to 
influence our measures, will most tnevita- 
bly prevent a final accommodation with 
that government. Already is it proposed, 
to repel with ignominy from our shores, 
tne British ambassador, who ts now on his 
way to this country, and who may be, the 
minister of peace. Already is an appeal 
to arms contemplated ; an oppeal which 
the most urgent necessity can alone jus- 
tify 

But is this intemperate resentment, 
warranted by cither justice or prudence ?

Austrian Oficial Bulletin of the 
Defeat of the French Army, 


Pull'shed ly Orcer of his Inperial Migh- 
he Archduke Charles. 

In pursuance of the command of his 
Imperial [Highness the Generalissimo, the 
folowing preliminary report of the bril- 
liant victory obtained the 21st and 22d of 
May, 's issued on the 23d, from the Head 
Quarters at Brententlee: 

On the 19th and 20th, the Emperor 
Nupoleon passed the greater arm of the 
Danube, with the whole of his army, to 
which he hod drawn ali the retntforcements 
of his powerful allies. He established his 
main body on the island Lobau, whence 
the secon | passage over the less arm, and 
his fuither offensive dispositions, Were ne- 
cessarily to be directed. His Imperial 
Ifietness resolved to advance with his ar- 
my to mect the enemy, and not to ab- 
struct his passage, bu to attack him after 
he had reached Vie left bank, and thus to 
defeat the object of his istended enter- 
prises.
